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$5  California  Qold=rush  Coin 
Fetches  $7,900  at  Auction

and  of  Extreme 
Rarity.

NEW  YORK.— A $5  gold  coin  pri- 
vately i.ssued  in  1849  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts and  California  Company 
brought  the  sensational  price  of  $7,900 




at  the  recent  auction  of  the  coin  col- 
lection of  the  late  Dr.  George  Alfred 
Lawrence,  of  New  York.  Held  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Elder  Coin  and  Curio 
Corporation,  the  dispersal  attracted 
many  of  the  leading  coin  collectors  of 
the  country  and  realized  a total  of 
approximately  $50,000. 

The  1849  gold  piece  was  struck  in  a 
primitive  San  Francisco  assay  office 
during  the  heated  days  of  the  gold 
rush  to  the  Pacific  Coast  and  is  of  the 
greatest  rarity  today.  This  piece  as 
well  as  several  other  outstanding  coins 
in  the  collection  was  knocked  down  to 
Mr.  H.  Chapman. 

Design  of  Coin. 


The  design  consists  of  the  arms  of 
the  Massachusetts  and  California 
Company,  a shield  bearing  a cowboy 
throwing  a lariat,  with  a bear  at  the 
right  and  a deer  at  the  left.  It  dis- 
plays the  motto  “Alta"  above  a crest 
of  an  arm  hurling  a spear,  and  is  en- 
circled by  thirteen  stars.  The  reverse 
of  the  coin  shows  a wreath  enclosing 
the  words  "Five  D.  Massachusetts  & 
California  Co.,  1849." 

The  second-best  price  of  the  sale 
was  $7,000.  also  paid  by  Mr.  Chapman, 
for  a Wass,  Moliter  Co.  San  Fran- 
cisco $20  gold  piece  of  1855,  known  as 
the  rare  "Large  Head  of  Liberty.”  of 
which  only  one  other  specimen  is 
known.  The  obverse  also  shows  thir- 
teen stars  and  the  date,  while  the 
reverse  represents  an  eagle  gripping 
arrows  and  the  lictus  in  its  talons. 

A Dubosq  & Co.  $10  gold  piece,  of 
1850,  so  rare  that  no  record  can  be 
found  of  a specimen  sold  in  thirty-five 
years,  w'as  sold  for  $3,900.  This  is  also 
a California  piece  with  <he  head  of 
Liberty  and  the  eagle. 

Others  Pieces. 

A California  $5  piece,  of  1851.  struck 
by  the  firm  of  Shults  Co.,  another 
rarity  in  the  sale,  was  knocked  down 
for  $3,700.  and  a Kellog  & Co.  San 
Francisco  $50  gold  piece  of  1855.  deco-, 
rated  w’ith  the  head  of  labert.y  and 
eagle,  went  to  $2,150.  Other  high 
prices  were  $1,125  paid  for  a Salt  Lake 
City  Mormon  $10  gold  piece  of  1849, 
with  the  “eye  of  providence"  symbol 
and  "Holiness  to  the  Lord"  .symbol 
reverse  showing  clasped  hands  and 
date:  $1,000  for  a San  Francisco  Mof- 
fat & Co.  oblong  ingot  for  $16  value, 
and  $700  for  a San  Franci.sco  Miner's 
Bank  $10  piece  of  1849. 

The  .sale  included  1 .544  items,  includ- 
ing Greek  and  Roman.  iiKHllseval  and
